1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-9 in the reply filed on June 3, 2004 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 10-28 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 3, 2004. Claims 10-28 have been canceled 
by the amendment filed June 3, 2004. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 5, lines 2 and 3, "the lower internally ribbed boss" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
MacDonald, III et al. 

MacDonald, III et al shows a system for placement in a ceiling of a room and teaches the 
method for protecting a room from fire comprising all the claimed limitations of the instant 
invention. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kretschmer. 

Kretschmer shows a system for placement in a ceiling of a room and teaches the method 
for protecting a room from fire comprising all the claimed limitations of the instant invention. 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Elder. 
Elder shows a system for placement in a ceiling of a room and teaches the method for 

protecting a room from fire comprising all the claimed limitations of the instant invention.

10. Claims 7 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
